In Figure 2, the text "Crossecb'on of swab showing stick overlaying cotton applicator (providing 
relative position of cotton to stick)" was removed and the numbers 10, 11, 12a and 12b were 
added with arrows from each pointing to certain parts of the present invention. 

In Figure 3, the text "StJck end view with cutout (showing rounded edges)" was removed and the 
number 12 was added with an arrow pointing to a certain part of the present invention. 

In Figure 4, the text "Stick flat view showing cutouts" was removed and the numbers 12a and 12b 
were added with arrows from each pointing to certain parts of the present invention. 

In Figure 5, the text "Illustration of cutting method along length of plastic ship (flat view)" was 
removed and the numbers 12a, 12b and 13 were added with arrows from each pointing to certain 
parts of the present invention.

In the specification, several sections were added per the examiners request. These sections were 
originally left out as the ele ctronic filing applications that were used at the time, ePave 5.1 and 
PASAT, did not require them, and the application passed the validation process when preparing It for 
electronic submission. While most sections were not applicable to the current Invention, the 
Background of the Invention and the Short Summary sections added significantly to the application. 

In the specification, the paragraphs [Para 1] - [Para 8] and [Para 11] - [Para 18] have been amended 
to correct minor editorial problems. 

Claims 1-2 were amended after reviewing previous art as provided by the examiner, specifically U.S. 
Pat No. 3,324,94? (Harvey Kravttz) and U.S. Pat. No. 6.079.423 (Suzuki, AkioV The intent of the 
amendments is to provide clarification of the differences between the present invention and the 
claims made m the previous art. 

While preparing the amendments to the original application, the electronic filing programs provided 
by the USPTO were used, namely ePave 5.2 and ABX 1.2.1. Some differences in appearance from a 
manual approach to formatting the application tor submission may be due to the standards enforced 
by the USPTO programs, which appear to be different is some respects from what is represented in 
existing published patent applications. For example, the way paragraphs and daims are numbered 
within the documents for example is different. Where these differences were apparent, the 
standards enforced by the USPTO programs were used.
